t came here yeiterday for » rhanxe ul icene— and got 
what I catpe lor, with a few added and wholly uoex- 
pMM ^MTBia; lor o( a T«rlty this \t the moat tBehant* 

ing city i d all 
Florida. It seems 
to have been drop- 
p e d down late 
tbe naidtt ml a 
primeval forest of 
R i :i II t liveuaks, 
(UDe« and palme, 
or to have aproog 
ti p ander the 
intiuenceof a ma- 
gician's waud. 

Tiip city was 
loaaded hi 1870 by Mathiae Day of Maustield, U., who 
aaMd il Tonoka; bnt a year later Tbomaa eaaadera, 
tka httdaoape gardener otlWaahington City, gave it the 

title of Daytona, in honor of its founder. Its promoters 
Mtoatto makf it a typical New Kn^lanci villaice, with 
the reaidential bee uppermost in their bonnet»; and the 
bomea, pretty cottages, beaatilal wide 
avennea, with Ian almoat paiofnl 
of "shops," are quite ronclusive evidencea of 
the SQCcessful accomplishment of their plans. 

Did you ever picture a placp before yon raw it — and 
get it all wrong? I have, and this is one of the times, 
f t hou gh t the Haliiai tVnx waa probably a trifle larger 
Hum Oooee creelt; bnt it'a a mile wide at Daytona, 
fringed with tropical veiret.itii n, urti^tir rnttages and hoB- 
pitable hotels overlookinf; itn I)o8om, electric iaunchei* 
and motor-boats hitttog in all directiona, a veritable 
Macca for flahermen, the Halifas ia a thing of beauty 
•ad a joy to every fellow who can ait on Beach avenne 
aad look oat npon it. Thm I thought Seabreeze wat nn 
t'other side of Daytona, when in fact Daytona is on the 
Weat aide of Seabreeae, with the Halifax (lowing between, 
b«l epaaaed by several bridgea boilt on piling. 

To ay mind, Sidgewood avenne ia Daytona'a crown* 
ing glory. It rona throush the center of the city North 
and 8outh, on the crest of ;i lir.>aii ridge, if eighteen 
miles long and as straight as the crow dies. On either side 



the wide-aprcadlng branches ot massive llveoaks extend 
their giant arms across this magnificent vista, forming 
a perfect aroh, and from these extended arms great feH' 
iQoaa ol tpMlali mn away aa Um trado-wlada Irdm 
tMpietl aaMt tea tlMia. Lookial atralght ahead down 
thia HhHe ehall atreet one hae th« ta y w wl o a d a lairy 
path with elfish draperies, but aa you move along you 
see ou either hand charming cottage homes in most de- 
lightful eettinge. The Architect ot the Universe gave to 
Dafla^n Ita piotareeqne aataial aettinf ia the (oieatof 
tiaat traaa, aad'Maa wrilead only aoek aa abeolataly 
necessary tn lay out sidewalk and street and foundation 
site— thua making the entire city a magnificent park. 

But I'm stuffing your apace too full of Daytona, so 
I'll take a drive Rorlhw^ to Ormoad. 8lz mllee op 
Kidgawood aveane, paaeing nnmeiona orange grovee 
golden with luscious fruit, you come to Ormond, an 
unpretentious hamlet on the West bank ot the Halifax. 
Crosaing the river here, you are confronted by another ol 
the ehaia of Flagler hotela, the Onnond, OnaoBd<oa*the 
Halifax. It ia a aiaMive woodea atraetare, aii atoriee in 
height, covering some five acres, and has capacity tor 
6lK) guests on the 15 per day plan— upl When I looked 
upon that stupendous pile of lumber and saw a single 
Art eacape at the main front — well, I hope it won't hap* 
pen! 

From the Ormond to the sea beach ia laaa than hall a 

mile and here we enter on the world-famous Ormond- 
Daytona bench for a drive of eight miles to Scalireeze. 
This is the racing ground for automobiles. The sand 
packs eo flrmly that the wheele of a vehicle make no im* 
preeeion apon it, and nowhere elae in any country hae 
been found anch a combination— width ol beach and 
solidity and smoofhnc's of surface. Here, to tlie r.evrr- 
ceasing roar of the surf on the left, the many-shaded 
green ot old Ocean seemingly touching the horiaon, the 
snowy white«cape tossing at our feet, we "bowled laiily 
and dreamily along, caring my little whether echool 
kept or not. 

At Seabreeze I drove through the ruinn ol tlie Claren- 
don Hotel, another immense lumber-pile, which burned 
laat Sunday morning, with a lose of some 9400,000, but 
fortunately without lots of lite. A jaunt through this 

pretty little plai e aod then nrrd-? the wonderful Halifax 
to my Daytona hotel lor a good dinner at 6 o'clock and a 
peaceful night's slumber. 

By*tbe<way, if any of your readers think of coming 
here, 1 take pllasure in recommeadipg to them the Sara* 

toga Inn, delightfully situated on Beach avenue, with a 
fine view of the river, an excellent cuisine, courteous at- 
tention, nice rooms and moderate prices. This is not a 
paid ad.; I volunteer it in behalf of Mr. John J. Maguire, 
Proprietor, who was pleased to see a "Man from Mays* 
ville." He hasn't seen one eince the Tri*eanial at his 
home town, Saratoga Springs, N. Y. 

After all, my estimate of Daytona is: It's a delight- 
lully quiet place to die in, but as lor living there — 
I'll Uke the chaacee ia dear old Mayevillel
